The applicant argued that the cited art does not disclose selecting a GW based on location information because no location information 
is sent back or such response. No where within claim 1 does the applicant a response being sent in order for the selection of a gateway. 
Hence the applicants arguments are invalid as it pertains to information that is not inlcluded within the claim. 

The applicant argues that the cited art does not any way for the MGC to select an MG. Havinis (para 0026) specifically discloses the 
MGC 300 selects an appropriate MG 350 to perform the conversion of the media streams between the packet switched H.323 network 
110 and the circuit-switched H.324 network 410 (step 495). 
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
